The amendment filed in Paper No. 4 on Jul. 25, 2001, is not fully 
responsive to the prior Office action because of the following 
omission(s) or matter(s): 

Amended claims 3, 5, and 7 have not been entered because of 
applicants' conflicting request to cancel claims 5 and 7. It is not 
clear whether claims 5 and 7 are to be canceled or to be substituted 
with "amended"' claims 5 and 7. 

Applicants in Paper No. 4, page 5, request that pending claims 3, 
5, and 7 be substituted with "amended" claims 3, 5, and 7. However, 
at page 6, line 6, applicants request that claims 2 and 5-8 be 
canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. The cancellation of claims 
5 and 7 is contrary to substituting claims 5 and 7 with "amended" 
claims 5 and 7. There is no further discussion of claims 5 and 7 in 
applicants' remarks . 
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In response to this communication, applicants are required to 
state clearly what claims are to be canceled and what claims are to be 
amended.
